EOS 7 




This quick guide explains basic function 
settings and how to shoot and playback images. 
You can take this guide with you for shooting. 
For detailed instructions, refer to the EOS 7D 
Instruction Manual. 
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Insert the battery. 


Attach the lens. 

When attaching an EF-S lens, 
align it with the white index on 
the camera. For other lenses, 
align it with the red index. 

Set the lens focus 
mode switch to <AF>. 


Open the cover 
and insert a CF 
card. 
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Set the power switch 
to <0N>. 



Set the Mode Dial to 
<□> (Full Auto). 

All the necessary camera 
settings will be set automatically. 


Focus the subject. 

Aim the viewfinder center over the 
subject and press the shutter 
button halfway to autofocus. 


Take the picture. 

Press the shutter button 
completely to take the 
picture.

P: Program AE 

參 Set the Mode Dial to <P>. 

• As with the <□> mode, when focus is achieved, the shutter 
speed and aperture will be automatically set. 


Tv: Shutter-priority AE 

• Set the Mode Dial to <Tv>. 

• Turn the <^> dial to set the 
desired shutter speed, then focus 
the subject. 

► The aperture will be set 
automatically. 

• If the aperture display blinks, turn 
the <^> dial until it stops blinking.

Av ： Aperture-priority AE 

• Set the Mode Dial to < Av>. 

• Turn the <lBl> dial to set the 
desired aperture, then focus the 
subject. 

>• The shutter speed will be set 
automatically. 

• If the shutter speed display blinks, 
turn the <lSl> dial until it stops 
blinking.

V Using the Built-in Flash 



• Press the <^> button to pop up 
the built-in flash, then shoot. 

• In the Full Auto ( 口 ) mode, the 
built-in flash will pop up and fire 
automatically under low-light or 
backlit conditions.

ONE SHOT (One-Shot AF): 

For still subjects 
Al FOCUS (Al Focus AF )： 

Switches the AF mode automatically 
Al SERVO (Al Servo AF )： 

For moving subjects 

EE AF Point Manual Selection + 

Press the <EE> button, then 
look through the viewfinder. 


The AF point selection will 
change in the direction you tilt 
the < 糸 >. If you press < 系 > 
straight down, the center AF 
point (or zone) will be selected. 
The <^> dial selects an AF 
point in the horizontal direction, 
and the < 〇 > dial selects an AF 
point in the vertical direction.

• Press the <EE> button. 

• Look through the viewfinder and 
press the <M-Fn> button. 


• You can set the selection modes that can be selected with 

[fl.C.Fn III -6: Select AF area selection mode]. 



Live View Shooting 



i Press the < S S T T A 0 R P T > button and the 
Live View image will appear on 
the LCD monitor. 


Press the shutter button halfway 
to focus, then press it completely 
to shoot. 

Press the < S S T T A 0 R P T > button to stop 
the Live View shooting. 



• Set the switch to く _—>. 

► The image will appear on the 
LCD monitor. 


Press the shutter button halfway to 
focus. 


• Press the < S S T T A 0 R P T > button to start 
shooting a movie. To stop movie 
shooting, press the < S S T T A 0 R P T > button 
again. 

• To shoot still photos, press the 
shutter button. 


• When the shooting mode is <M>, you can shoot movies 
with manual exposure. 

• You can set movie shooting settings with the menu options 
under the [D*ff] tab. 


| You can set Live View shooting settings with the menu 
options under the [CM[] tab.
